panied by a great quantity of 
hail 
stones, which fell as far north as Fort 
Gibson.

ment and the engineer 
was killed.

Barton, City Treasurer, asking the Coun- 
cil to name, or appoint, a Deputy Treas- 
urer and com pensa'e the same by 
fixing 
a salary the same as for (71iy officers. Al- 
ter a few improper insinuations, the com- 
municMt on 
closes 
with these words: 
"And I will make the f .rmal appoint- 
ment to authorize him to proceed with 
the work, on the condition that I be in no 
way held re^ipon.lble for his acts, or the 
manner in which he does his work." 
Youi Committee find that section 8 es- 
pecially and also section 48 of the City 
Charier authorizes the Treasurer to ap- 
point, with the consent of the Common 
Council, one or more Deputies. 
Accord 
ing to the laws the Treasurer Is elected by 
Ihe voters except In ca^e of a vacancy be- 
tween elections, 
when 
the 
Common 
Council will appoint a Treaturer. but 
there is no law authorizing ihe Council 
to appoint a Deputy Treasurer. The Com- 
mon Council is directed by law to take a 
bond in legal-form and amount from the 
Tieasurer, but not of a Deputy Treasurer, 
and the ireasurer alone can be held re 
Kpon Ible lor thecollection and safe beep- 
ing of the people's money, and if the 
Treasuier is unable to do all the collect- 
ing himself, he must see how and by 
whom the work is done and he and his 
bondsmen will and are the only ones that 
legally can be i.eld responsible. 
None 
can hold a Deputy Treasurer responsible 
except the Tre surer himself. 
In 
the 
same manner there Is no provision in the 
Charter or Tax law authorizing the Com- 
mon Council to compensaie a Deputy 
Treasurer, hence the Tieasurer himself 
must provide for such compensation and 
the common Council fixes a salary or 
lees, or both, for the Treasurer to compen- 
sate him for the fulfillment of all work 
and duties pertaining and balonging to 
his ofilce. 
Under the ordinance, for this 
year he is entitled to r2,0( 0 salary and fees, 
whiclj means, aside from all other fees, 
such as lor precepts, sales, etc., the same 
f 
)r rcentage aa County Treasurers are by 
aw entitled to for Collecting uelinquent 
taxes, and as your Committee under- 
Htaods, the County delinquent taxes are 
eenerally collected without the County 
Treasurer petltioni* g the County Com- 
missioners for additional allowances for 
Deputies, or f )r the appointment of such 
conirary to law.

Relating to the construction of an electric 
light line an certain streets of the city of 
Fort Wayne. 
Section 1. Be It ordained by the Com-
